Befcutics of Dual leprcsentallon. 

Wo boliovo it was an Irishman who 
declared that it wbp impossible for a 
man to bo in two placea at onoe nnlesB 
ho was a bird. It is now somo mDnthB 
ginoe wo poinled out tho impracticability 
of applyiug 111" tlaal syaiem of rcpro- 
lentalion to Britibh Golambio, for ibis 
rear at any rale. Thero was ovory pro- 
babiliiy of the local parlianiont being 
in seBBion at iho. Bame time as the 
Federal one, and tbo ImpoBBibility ot 
the same set of repreBOiniativos attend- 
ing both was clearly pointed out. JNol- 
withslanding the obvious imprnctionbil- 
ilv of Iho thins, ihero were Ihroe dis- 
tricts in wh'oh dual cleclioa wa« 
Bonaht, viz, Cariboo, Tale and Victoria. 
In the first, Iho eleoiora had the practi- 
cal seufle to Bee Iho point, and a candi- 
date who would olhcrwiso liavo stood 
at the head of tbo poll in the locdl eleu-^ 
tion was pHl near enough Iho fool ot 
il to be excluded,-for no other reason 
than that be had been set apart and 
was a cRDdidato for OLlawa ; and, as 
wm fitting, ho waB aftorward. . 
acolamation to go to Ottawa, la Iho 
Yale District, Mr Waikcra, senior mem- 
ber-for Canbooin .ho local parhamont, 
wafl a candidate for OlUw«; but hia eati- 
didature was permitted to goby defau t, 
thereby allowing Cnpt Hanghtoa to bo 
Bl«oied by molamatioa. To Victoria 
DiBtriot was reserved the distinciion ot 
oleolfng one man to positions wbiob du- 
manded hispresenjo iulwo plaoes al one 
ttnd Iho eame timo, these Iwo 
places being gevoral tbonsand miles 
apart / What was a subjtcl of contro- 
versy then is now matter of ascertained 
fact. It is DO longer open to qaCBtion ibol 
both bodies will be in Bession al tho ssmo 
limo ; and unless Mr DeCoBmos happens to 
bo posseBsed of tho omnipresent qualiiies ot 
the Irishman's bird, the reaaltot his inurdioato 
ambiiion will be the diilranohiaoraaQt ol tlie 
District, either in the IucbI or tho Federal 
' pHlUnent, at leaHt in ee far as that one 
member U oonoerned,— that is lo say, if tho 
Stat for one or tho olliet bn not at oneo vaca- 
ted, BO that BBOther elaeticn ciay be beld in 
time. This is a practical matter ; and ii is aa 
sBiiovs aa it is praoiioal. It is of special im- 
portanoe that all Ibo OQQElituoncies sbould 
ba folly represented in tbis the fitet soesicn of 
■Iho lotal Legillatnre under a respouaible 
form of Bdministration; and it oppenra to be 
DO leii important that tbe Provinco thoold 
bo folly represented in tho Fedtral Parlia- 
meat during lis uppronching eeesion. It will 
beremamborsd that British Columbio soujibt 
eight Btats io the Federal ParliaDsent. Sbd 
gained but six; and she can ill afford lo have 
one ol these oropty daring a nessioD tbai 
will donblleiB deal with snob qaestioDB as 
the Pacific Railway, the Coitoms TunH, 
Ike Graving Dock, tbe orsanization ol ctt- 
ttin Federal dsparimonia and iba prcseoution 
of large and important Federal works io the 
Paoifia Province. Not only does Ibo Pro- 
vinos desire foil represeBtation in eidar that 
bar material inlereats may be the better 
guarded and promoted; but sbs desires it in 
order to give tbe present Govoromeat at Oii- 
Bwa that full measure of support which it is 
so well entitled to expect at bar bauds. Re- 
gard the matter Irom what point of view we 
will, it appears to be extremely uudcsirablo 
that'British Colombia should bove a siogla 
empty seat in either branoh* of tbo Federal 
Parliament; and woe to that maa who ehull 
tbroDgh a silly ond selfish ambition, be tbo 
msBBB of keepiog a seat empty.
